Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13,16-36,38-56 and 58-84 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 



Claim 1, 16, 20, 41, 51, and 65 

As indicated in the non-final rejection on 03/18/2009 claims 16-19, 33-34 were allowed. 
The reply on 09/17/2009 incorporated the subject matter from claim 16 into each of the 
independent claims. The examiner held an interview with applicant on 06/24/2009. The proposal 
by the examiner to incorporate subject matter from claim 16 into each independent claim was 
accepted by applicant, hence the amended claims. The examiner also performed an updated 
search and provides the discussion below as to why the present application is allowed over the 
prior art. 

The prior art of Final Cut Pro Express 3.1 (FCP) demonstrates a motion effect that can be 
applied to a graph by the user dragging a point on the graph. Final cut pro express is a graphical 
editor that allows a user to adjust video and audio elements. Clearly the user can deform the 
graph, see page 259. However, the graph in FCP represents key frames on a path with motion. 
The user deforms the graph to decrease or increase speeds of the video. The claim however 
recites the points in the graph represent context time on one axis and playback time on the other. 
The claim also recites receiving a set of speed effects as the user deforms the line graph. FCP on 
the other hand allows control of the key frame times and does not receive a set of effects via the 
drag.

The prior art of Stone et al " Motion paths and the Bezier Handle in FCP" teaches the 
motion path mechanism within Final Cut Pro, prior to the invention, where motion path 
adjustments to adjust the key frame speed are adjusted using a Bezier handle. The shape control 
on page 6, allows the user to directly deform the graph to adjust the speed of the key frames. The 
user can accelerate or decelerate the motion of the clip in the interface (See page 9). However, 
the prior art of Stone does not recite the points in the graph represent context time on one axis 
and playback time on the other. The claim also recites receiving a set of speed effects as the user 
deforms the line graph. Stone on the other hand allows control of the key frame times and does 
not receive a set of effects via the drag. 

Therefore, FCP and Stone do not teach the features of the amended claims and the 
claims are allowed over the prior art. Further, FCP is a product developed by the assignee.

The displaying step in claim 1, the medium comprising instructions executed by a processor to 
display..., in claim 16, the GUI displayed on a device, in claim 20, the display area, in claim 41 and 
the drag operations on the display of claim 51 and the system comprising a medium of claim 65 are 
interpreted as tying the methods to a display, which meets the test under Bilski and having structural 
components to comply with MPEP 2106. Therefore, the claims are in compliance with 35 U.S.C 101 .
